Party vs. Coalittoin. 

Blse-whero will bo foucd tho views of 
at least ono public writer anent tho 
^relations in which •rarty'slando to llio 
working oafc ofRosponsibloGovorntueut 
in the gem Province of the Dominion 
If there was one Province more thon 
another m wbiob RoBponBible CTOvoin- 
ment might have been expected to havo 
been worked oat npon pure -Party' 
prinoiplos that Provinoo oBaurodly waa 
Ontario. Tot we find that the first 
Government under Confederation was a 
Coalition cue. Nor can it bo agserled 
of that administration that it brought 
tho principle upon which it wau biased 
into diBrcBpector disfavor, Tho four 
years ot ila existence wore years of 
liberal mcatures, progressive reform, 
economical ndminietration, and general 
prosperity. It is quite true that a cry 
lor a return to puro Pnrly (rovorniucni 
was riUEod by the G iila ; and it is also 
true that tho Grits wore strong enough 
upon the meeting of tho new Parlla- 
mont to take possession of tho •Treaeuary 
Benches.' Bat it is oqualiy troe that 
they did not venture upon tho oon- 
Btruction offt purely Party Government; 
Wotwithstisnilin;,' thoir denunciations of 
tho Coalition principle, they did not 
dure to constrncfc tho nev? Cabinet 
wholly out of Grltwoofl: They were 
not even content to liilfo a planli from 
the Moderate Reform Party, but took 
nn old <Tor\,' dyed in the warp and 
woof. \<\iVi\ a finale to all thoir anathe- 
mas BO liberally poured out upon tho 
Coaliiionl There have notheen wanting 
in this community thoBO who havo in- 
eistcd that Bvitish Columbia must 
IftUDch hor Utile eliip of Hialo upon 
purely party principles —who have not 
ceai^ed to dcolore that any other prin^ 
ciplo would bo wholly incompatible with 
the working ont ot that form of ad- 
mioistration commonly called Kospon- 
Biblo Govornment, Wo havo only to 
look to Ottawa for a practical ilonien- 
Btration of the abonrdity of Ihia prepo- 
sition. Nay moro, if Ontario, with 
her two millions of people, and her 
political inatitutiona fully formed and 
political parties well defined and fully 
matured, ehoald find it expedient to 
havo recourso to Coalition, in order to 
tho formation cf a strong and 
stable adraioisLratioii how, much more 
necesaaiy for British Columbia, with 
her handful ol people> with all her 
political instilntioDS in the gristlej and 
with hor political parties, properly so 
called, Btill unformed. Indued tho term 
Coa'ition is ocarcely opplicablo here, 
for it prctnppoKes tbe cxiBtenco ol 
political panies. In the case of Brilieh 
Colombia the reasons for Party Govern- 
Bient are much weaker, the objection 
very much stronger than in tlio ca^e ol 
Ontario. Uoie thcro is in reality but 
ono party— the wlio'.o boJyof thopeople- 
baving for its otjcct llie enacrmenr, ol 
liberal and wholesome laws and 
tbe efficient and economical adoiinisti" 
ti, n of public affaire. This being the cose 
why Hhould Iho people be prematurely 
divided off into two paruea and u 
war lor the ^p- Wls of lUicc' inaognrateJ 
Eirr:u:tiRi;t)aaly wiili il:a UUDObing ol our 
liltle barque? 'I'lie p-oplu r.Hierted fieir fit- 
nees for i-ell-fjovt i 'jiik iit ; iLey c inluuileii lor 
and ottiiucd Iheir [jolitn.-iil ri-h s, uuJ ttioy 
are now called to prcve tUi;it li ntsa to ui,.ke 
a good use of thesB rfglti. t^lmll they "(iv.- 
set tofigbtlDg over the " cpuilu cf cfFuf," 
and lliuB enablo tfia cneriiiea of polilicul 
liberty iiiiimph ?
